’iW Changing Scene. Coincidence.Or ? 


Looking back over 1959 and reviewing the sc'ono from the light of the 
personnel engaged in the work of Investigation in this U.^.O. field, 
one cannot bo struck with dismay to hoar of the men who have been 
thinned out from the ranks of the leadership of the work , and keen 
disappointment especially to know that they wore and are some of the 
best men and top rankers in their own area and scope of work . 
some very suddenly, others presumably premeditated, and others on'the 
surface appear to bo ratural force of circumstance. 


It is amazing however that a large number of these were affect 
cd within a few wooks of each other . , to list them . Jessu p, Mapos. 
Thayat, all in the last weeks of April or the beginning of May .""and 
thes^T wore followed lator by F ult on. Rush , and Trench . all of whom 
wore key mon in their place some greater than others, and whose work 
will bo sadly missed the whole world round. 


Jcssup f s sad^ demise, was followed by Thayat of Italy who died 
suddenly of heart failure ( not unusual at hisage ) then Mapos. 
most suddenly announces his resignation with those startling words 
11 The writer has no further interest in the subject of U.F.O. at all 
nor shall he participate in further studios, either publicly or pri¬ 
vately' 1 This coming from a. man who only a few weeks before had been 
most active and had sent Trench a pile of material , appears that his 
decision was certainly not made o.xcopt by some most unusual circum¬ 
stance and oven that conservative loader Trench puts it ” Was Ho Si¬ 
lenced ?. w 

Then Nows roqched us of troubles which surrounded Fulton, in 
New Zealand, private and intimate, but which in any case have a 
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PROPOUND of.foot upon his work , and those events wore later followod 
by his being posted by the air Force to Singapore, which appears to 
bo a natural trend of events, but certainly it cannot be said that 
good, fortune had been at work in his case . 

Pulton in his latest and probably last official announcement 
strongly insists that thdro wool no H Throe Men in. Black 'business 
about his case, and wo believe him . 

On top of Pulton we hoar of Rush of the Tecsido Society Png.

Many people are aware 
of the significance of those charges and coming events '» As we on toy 
these crucial days . it is worth noting' that there is .a gathering , togeth- 
or all over the world 91 * groups studying these matters and preparing 
themselves for the days ahead. Many members of these groups have been 
led together as if by dome strange force. Note here his stress on 
preparation . and when he" finally end shis book review he quotes the 
best book of all for P.S. study is the BIBLE . 

No one could accuse him of being a ranter or fanatic, he is 
widely known for his logical approach, and' oven •> conservative opinion, 
surely in giving his final -word to his .readers ho did not choose hi? 
subject or words without a groat deal of thought and obviously a d«'r 
sire to help and guide them in what HE considered the pre-eminent 
matter to bo studied. C-roat things have' obviously been making their, 
impression on him. , and ho resignation can well be linked w : 1 th what ho 
must have felt was the' greater need for that very PREPARATION of which 
he speaks about .

Some time ago we published in this magazine sevora]7strange instances 
of what is commonly known as automatic writing, or such as was writ¬ 
ten in a screed entirely unknown to the person who it appears was 
inspired or involuntarily led to write by some unknown and unexplain¬ 
able foree. 

The first records given were by two brothers, both of Whom had 
been doodling unconsciously in the presence of their parents after 
tea. the younger lad has recieved further instances of this same hand 
and form of writing, but the senior has not since renewed his effort 
it must be understood that his drawing was a picture which was ob¬ 
viously Egyptian in style and origin, and it ma^ have be.csn connected 
with the writing made by his brother at the time. 

A further instance of the writing is given below , in which the 
lad fell asleep after reading his Bible and wrote as.shown, his hand 
however trailed off the paper and some of the writing therefor is lost 
the line at the side indicates the edge of the paper. 

We appealed for our readers to give any interpretation of the 
writings, or offer any explanation of the incident or meaning of 
'the incident .and we recieved many who said they felt the writing 
was definatoly ancient Sanscrit, but as wo could give no proof of 
this without some authority, we made no official comment 

One of our readers hov/ever sent in a very interesting, letter 
rogarding this lads writing and related of her know ledge of a num¬ 
ber of people in England she knew personally who had displayed similar 
extraordinary powers, particularly in the artistic fie Id.and in rela¬ 
tion to the lads screed she said. • 

" The late Edward Shanks , literary critic and poet, showed 
mo is doodling pad . which had been in use from boyhood, and which

6 . me ter diameter ( round ) 
luminous didk . that would hover over his house at 100 meters high, 
he lived in a suburb of the town . at the early hours of tho morning 
( 2 to 3A.M. ) after awakening him from h.is sloop suddenly with a 
" strange Reeling and an urge to go outside the house The nocturnal 
visitorwas approx. 2 meters high and had clothing that covered him 
from neck to foot. . he had a transparent or translucent helmet- since 
L.H. could not see his face- . ho .wore gloves .that ’seemed to bo of 
glass .

Here is the strange script, we do not know if it should be 
read across as is given here and was published . or if it should 
be road in Eastern style up and f down. . It is to be noted that there 
a re certain symbols here which have'great likeness to Eastern char¬ 
acters. and if so they should quickly be recognised as such as being 
genuine or otherwise by those versed in that writing 



It will be seah that the writing if related to any of that of earth 
is obvinusly Eastern in origin, and therefor is probably printed on 
its side • and should be read up and down . 

The account given in English does not say whether the " man" 
used a brush or other form of scribe, but it appears that it has more 

like brush work effect than that of a pencil or crayon..this is a 

further indication that it is Oriental in its basic content, ie if 
the writing is no hoax, and we have the statement of the reporter 
that the case seems to him to be a very genuine one. 

There is a distinct difference in this case however to that of 

the lad mentioned above. , as in this case the writing was done by 

the " man " and not mentally directed to the lad. thus if anything 
this is a more direct message. 

The final directions to the lad have an intrigueing implica¬ 
tion in them, inferring that ho who could read the message " would 
know what to do. " which implies the message is one of direction or 
instruction .Who knows what it may reveal. ?

Much, for de : spite the fac't 
that many researchers prefer to ignore the type of evidence and wri¬ 
ters in this field who desire to study the variou-s ,, messages 11 re?*' 
cieved from the brothers i.n space , when su'clf messages are' compared 
against the ha'rd cold facts presented by scientists and other's, that 
such an event is likely to occur , and the purport of the messages

1957 
dealing with this very subject, and headed " Is The End Of The World 
In Sight ” ?. The writer says ” People by•now are so used to unful¬ 
filled predictions of the end. of -the world . that a forecast that 
London , New York, or Sydney could be submerged by the' sea, would be 
likely to produce no more than the usual smiles . Yet''such a warn¬ 
ing* is not only possible , IT IS' EXTREMELY LIKELY ,f .(Cap . ours) 
Remember this comes from a leading weekly paper, and not from some 
crackpot fanatical religious journal. It goes on to state. 
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And the men who oelieve that such is possible cannot be dissmiss- 
ed as cranks. They are geolog ists of International repute, one of 
theii'is the Administrative "Secretary of the Internation Council of 
Scientific Unions. Dr. Ronald ffraaar of . London-, who believes that 
it could happen by the turn of the century .and the warning is out¬ 
lined in his book ” Once Round The Sun 11 . further on it says , 

" His theory has aIready been partly substantiated by J the.evi¬ 
dence of one of Britain*s most promising geologists Dr. Jack Ives 
Of Grimsby ’J 

the evidence compiled by these men concerns mainly that gath¬ 
ered in relation to the North -^ole and takes the view of water im¬ 
mersion due to the melting caps. 

M Though they are mainly concernpd * it says ” with the North 
ern Hemisphere,Australian scientists believe that there is also a 
big danger of the South Polar ice cap melting in the same way • ” 

How quickly will the catastrophe happen ? Instantan eousl y says 
one Australian geologist , but that so the article says ” in the 
language of a scientist could be a hundred or a thousand years.” 
this then strongly confirms the Great Master’s declaration that 
It would come as a thief in the night • 

In another article from the " Week End ” of Jan 25 1958 
another writer covers almost the same theme , but adds these rather 
ominous words . " Fortunately this is not likely to happen over 
night . UNLESS somebody cuts loose and lets off a barage of H bombs 
around the South Pole . 11 As one reads such a statement, they can 
recall such an event being suggested as likely in the daily papers 
some long time ago. and which wa3 roprintod in this magazine for 
consideration . so thats not an entire impossibilty. many having 
drawn our attention to the most secretive goings on down under.

Later these warnings were confirmed by weather re.ports offic^ 
ially ( The Scientists ) who whilst predicting that frosts would come 
considered that they would not be likely for some time yet • but gave 
suggestions for preparation for the orchards when it was expected by 
them ... One man putting the two facts', together decided to at least 
get ready some bundles to create smoko blankets among his crops* 
Another got pannicy and decided to get out of it altogether, and sold 
his holdings.

HYPOTHESIS OP A SOVIET SCIENTIST. 

G. NIKOLSKY. C AIK) I DATE OP PHYSICAL' AND MATHEMATICAL 

SCIENCE. ' 

Our knowledge of Mars 1 two. satellites, Phobos and Deimos , is limited 
to the followingfacts, they Circle Mars alomg almost .spherical or¬ 
bits lying in the plane of the planets equater at distances of* 2.0 
and 7 deg. respectively •• -Phobos ' takes • 7hrs 39 min. and Deimos 30 
hrs. 18 min. to complete a revolution. ( Phobos is nearer to Mars 
and travels faster ). Because ’ of their small size in relation to 
the distance separating them from us, they are seen as stars through 
the most powerful telescope and their diameters cannot be measured 
byythe usual methods. But having determined their brilliance and 
assuming that the reflective capacity of their surface is the same 
as Mars , we can conclude that Phobos has a diameter of 9.6 miles 
and Deimos 4.8 miles. Strictly speaking, the mass of these two bodr 
ies has not yet been settled • For that reason , when the mass of 
these satellites is determined it is usually taken for granted that 
their density is the same as the density of the planet itself. 

The Chief feature of Mars' system of satellites is the accel¬ 
erated motion of Phobos. This was discovered in 1945 by the Ameri¬ 
can astronomer Sharpless. Consequently , instead of travelling in a 
closed orbit . Phobos traces a spiral and draws closer to the planet 
with each revolution . The Earth*s artificial satellites trace a 
similar path . . Although Phobos only moves two-tonths of a millionth 
of a second faster with each revolution there is no doubt at all a- 
bout the acceleration. Observations show that in the course of sev¬ 
eral decades Phobos has shifted 2.5 deg. from its original position 1 
Thisia a collosal declination. 

The eminent Soviet astrophysicist. I.S. Shklovsky recenlty 
advanced an interesting hypothesis to explain this acceleration. 

If the satellited density were less than 0.001 gram per cubic cent¬ 
imetre. the acceleration of its movement could bo explained by the 
resistance of the extremely rarefied atmosphere of Mars. But a 
solid body cannot have such a low density. Consequently the only 
alternitivo is to assume that the satellite is holl ow. But that 
would mean that Phobos is ah artificial body because it is contrary 
to reason to believe that the natural processes could lead to the 
formation of a void inside a heavenly.body . 

The conclusion to bo drawn from this is that Phobos and pos¬ 
sibly , Deimos are artificial satellites of Mars, launched at some

time by intelligent beings with a-high culture.. 

Nobody questions the possibilty of launching into space a 
body weighing'millions of tons ., In the centuries to come mankind 
will most,certainly launch giant satellites-efcations to study the 
Cosmos , and these stations will be assembled right of the „ orbi t ■ • 

We may however assume . that for the Martians , whose plan¬ 
et does not have big natural satellites • huge, artificial structures 
served as launching stations for great spaceships. It is quite con¬ 
ceivable that Rhobos and Doimos have outlasted the era of intelli¬ 
gent beings on Mars, who had , perhaps, left their planet insearch 
of a better home. 

It is not too much to belie jq tat the next decade will see a 
spaceship fitted with automatic insturamonts sent to Mars experiment¬ 
ally to solve the problem of its mysterious satellites. 


The new hypothesis probably has as many opponents as support 
ers , The sceptics include the Soviet Academician . V.G. Fesenkov 
who is a member of several commissions of the International Union 
of Astronomers > and the noted American astronomer•Gerald Kuipor. 
Among the scientists inclined to accept it are the Academician L.I. 
Sedov. , Chairman of the commission for the Interplanetary Flights of 
the Academy of Science of the U.SS.R. B.L. Ginzburg . Corresponding 
member of the Academy • Rrofs. V.I. Krasovsky and K.R. Stanyukovich 
and o the r s. 

Hot debates have flared up around the Shklovsky hypothesis 
On the grounds of .the investigations being conducted by the' astron¬ 
omer George Wilkins of the Greenwich Obs. The American scientist 
Clemonce declared that the data about the acceleration in the rate 
of Rhobos is travelling , put forth by Shklovsky, is unfounded. 

In an interview with our correspondent , I.S. Shklovsky noted. 
'* If the data about the acceleration of Mars* satellites proves to bo 
wrong • all the strictly scientific arguments in favour of an arti¬ 
ficial origin of these satellites will be sxvept away . My latest 
information , however , is that Wilkins is no longer as adamant as 
before about his conclusions being correct and wants to know more 
about my paper , which will soon be printed in the Astronomical 
Journal of the Academy of Scionce of the USSR. 11 .

".That I want to impress upon you is that science today, as in 
the days of Newton, lies "before us as a great uncharted ocean, 
and we have not yet sailed very far from the coast of ignorance.

On 9th. Nov* 1959, at 11 a.m., two men working at a slaughter- 
yard outside Jamestown, saw a flying saucer# 

Peter Hunter, the younger of the two, had his attention drawn 
first of all by a noise like a jet plane. Drawing the attention of 
his work-mate to the sound, they both searched the heavens for the 
aircraft, but the skies were clear - not even a cloud was to be seen* 

The day v/as mild, about 75°F» with a moderate wind from the SE. 

Suddenly the rumbling noise ceased, and almost immediately the 
two men &aw almost directly overhead, a bright white disc of the ap¬ 
parent size of a circle 1-g- inches in diameter at arm's length. It 
appeared flat on the under side, and gave the impression of being 
domed on the upper surface. 

Por some time it remained almost stationary overhead, wobbling 
round in a circle approximately as large as the diameter of the disc. 
The object seemed to be self-luminous and as bright as the sun. 

After a while the object began slowly to move westward, still 
wobbling round in a circle, and as it wobbled it cast a shadow on 
its under side. Having moved a short distance to the west the ob¬ 
ject turned at right angles and proceeded north, without any appar¬ 
ent change in speed, and then slightly west of north-west* As it 
got further away it seemed to gain height, getting smaller. 

On returning to Jamestown the object was reported to two loc¬ 
al police officers, who both saw the object: but by this time it had.
